News of another piracy, which is 
reported to-have occurred. in Hong-' 
kong territorial ‘waters, reached 
the Colony last night, in the form 
‘of ‘a Canton, telegram to the Wen 
Kiu Yat Po. KES 


The vessel on “which the outrage 
occurred ‘was the China Merchants 
3.8. Kwonglee, “and “a number of: 
pnasengers wort’ kidnapped.” ° De- 
tails. as‘ to the subsequent. fate of 
the ship are lacking,, but presum-- 
ably she has put into Cinton. 

The telegram from’ Canton, re- 
ceived Jast night, reads: 

““The's.s. Kwonglee was pirated

Two members 
of the crew were’- wounded, and 
about 17. passengers were kid- 
nupped. The whole vessel was 
ransacked, practically all the cargo

re A Ricksha Matter. . 


A lady reader asks us to draw 
attention, lo the di Miculty whieh is 
sometimes experienced in getting 
two-coolie ricksha service at Barker 
Road. . She states that on -several 


‘| occasions She has declined:.to take 


a ricksha at this station for thd’ 


‘| reason that it often happens that 


there is onlyone:coolie available fur 
ach vehiele. Confirming this, she 
says that a few afternoons ago when 
she got out at the tram station she 
found ‘that there were drawn’ up 
| outside two publi¢ rickshas and-two" 
private vehicles, put. the only voolics 
present’ were three public pullers. 
Three other passengers besides her- 
self had also got out at station, and 
‘when they.Went to get rickshas two 
of them got into the public vehicles’ 
and the’ other (obviously a.stran- 
ger) took the private ricksha. 
The three public coolies accordingly 
went off, cach with a ricksha. The 
point made by the lady mention- 

ing this incident is that, apart from 
public coolics making use of private 
rickshas, ar rathyementa ought to be 
devised whereby there are’ always | 
present two coolies for cach .public 
vehigle. This is desirable because 
‘passengers run a considerable risk 
in using a vehicle with only one 
puller; as the downward: incline on 
some parts of Burker Road is- very 
‘marked, and now and‘ again’ rick- | 
shas in charge of only one puller 
come to grief. How it comes about 
that there is only one coolie per 
ricksha so frequently, we do not, 
know, unless it be that the other’ 
happens to be off having his meal. 

But, for the safety of those using 
the vehicles, it should. be. possible to 
provide that whenever a ricksha is 
available for service at this spot,
